The very high patronage with which the incloſed propoſals 
are honoured, together with the importance of the ſubject, will, I hope, plead my excuſe | 
with you for the liberty of this addreſs. —The publication of thoſe Maps, with the 
large ſcale of information conveyed with them, might at any time engage the attention of 
moſt of the powers of Europe. But at this moment, when the boundaries of theſe rivers 
{and particularly the Rhine) are become the theatre of war, and the contending powers 
cantoned in their vicinity, waiting the commencement of another campaign, which muſt decide 
whether the enemy wall be permitted to fix theſe rivers, as the boundaries of their conqueſts, 
and thereby ſecure to themſelves their free, navigation, and the principal part of the com- 
merce of Europe, every information on the ſubject becomes materially intereſting, particu- 
larly to Great Britain; and as there is every reaſon to conclude, that this important queſtion 
will ſoon be ſubmitted to the confideration of Parliament, I. flatter myſelf that a due 
attention to thoſe Maps, with the explanation attached to each, and the treatiſe which will 
be delivered with them, will afford much uſeful information, and tend to expoſe the views 
and deſigns of the enemy.
